THE MONGOLIAN QUESTION. 

The two platforms of the national politi- 
cal parties contain each a Mongolian plank. 
The Republican platform contents itself with 
a suggestion of official inquiry into the mat- 
ter,—e harmless and non-committal proposal, 
except so far as it may be supposed to con- 
tain wrong implications and to encourage a 
pernicious agitation. The Democratic plat- 
form is an outspoken bid for the support of 
the enemies of the Chinese immigrants on 
the Pacific coast. There can be no doubt 
that incidental evils, some of them of a try- 
ing nature, accompany this peculiar immi- 
gration. But the same general fact? though 
with somewhat different specific details, 
might be alleged against the Celtic and. the 
German immigration. 

Twenty-five years ago, a wide-spread ex- 
citement, which led to the formation of a 


| political party, temporarily victorious in 


many of the States, urged that the country 
was suffering great evils from the European 
immigrants.. These were charged with hav- 
ing a different religion (Romish) from that 
of the great mass of the native-born citizens ; 


with being largely ignorant and of a low 
order of morals; with working and living 


| cheaply, and crowding Americans out of va- 


rious industrial employments ; with demor- 
alizing polities, and usurping a disproportion- 
ate number of the offices and of places filled 
by official appointment ; and of introducing 
‘customs and making demands contrary to 
the time-honored observances of ourselves 
and our ancestors, especially in regard to 
Sunday and the Bible. The parallel between 
these charges and those brought against the 
Mongol immigration is noticeable. The 
storm raged with fury for two or three years, 
and then went down as suddenly as it came 
up. The difficulty was, that the proscription 
of foreigners was at variance with established 
American principles; and incidental evils 
could not be allowed to overthrow an impor- 
tant policy permanently and intelligently 


This Mongoljan question must not be de- 
cided in the heat of passion, or under the 
influence of race-prejudice. How unjust a 
persecution may be raised against the unof- 
fending, under such an influence, has been 
made manifest in the antagonism of the Irish 
to the colored people,—which culminated so 
cruelly in the New York City riot, during the 
late Civil War. The policy of our country, 
under which it has attained to grandest de- 
velopment, has ever been to encourage im- 
migration from all parts of the world, irre- 
spective of race or religion, trusting to per- 
suasive civilizing forces to counteract inci- 
dental evils. What was wanted was labor to 
subdue the wilderness, to make public im- 
provements, to create property, to work 
mines, and to render manufactures pos- 
sible. In this way our canals and 
railroads have been made, our pri- 
vate and public buildings have been 
erected, our forests have been cleared, our 
prairies have been broken up, and our 
thirteen States have been multiplied to 
thirty-eight. To resist the evil effect of the 
ignorance, superstition, unbelief, and im- 
morality which flowed in at the same time 
dependence was placed chiefly on two things— 
universal education and perfect religious 
freedom. Public schools assimilated and 
provided for the intellectual elevation of all 
children; and religious freedom allowed full 
scope to Christian endeavor of every kind, 
to reach and evangelize the masses. And 
the experiment has been in a good degree 
successful ; so that no temporary pressure in 
a particular section is likely to reverse the 
national policy. n 

The bearing of these considerations upon 
the question now raised on the Pacific Slope 
is obvious. In an industrial point of view 
the Chinese immigration has been a great 
advantage to that section, where labor was 
scarce and wages were high, while the call 
for a rapid developmenit of the vast resources 
of soil and mine was imperative. This fact 
is forcibly stated in the calm and dignified 
memorial of the Chinese Six Companies 
to the President. But for the Chinese 
laborers it would have been impossible to 
have built the railroads and other public 
works in California, and to have pushed with 
needful rapidity many other important 


entérprises. They point out, also, that these-

It is admitted that it is difficult to over- 
come, otherwise than slowly, the attendant 


example of the so-called Christian popula- 
tion tends to prejudice these heathen against 
Christianity. But an encouraging beginning 
has been made by the local churches and by 
missionary societies. The American Mis- 
sionary Association (Congregational), the 
leading organization for the work among the 
Freedmen of the South, has a kindred work 
among the Chinese in California, which is 
meeting with increasing success. It has 
1,800 of them in its schools, and numbers 
102 converts, in heart as well as head. The 
Presbyterian Mission points to 140 hopefully 
converted. The Methodist Mission reports 
44 received, and 15 probationers. The 
Baptists have received 15, and have, several 
candidates. There is in San Francisco 
a Chinese Young Men's · Christian Association 
which numbers 500 members, all of whom 
have forsaken idolatry, and half of them are 
church members. The work, slowly prose- 
cuted at first, under great difficulties, is now 
rapidly gatheringmomentum, and by preach-.

By so doing we shall 
uphold our national principles and policy, we 
shall put to grand use a providential aug · 
mentation of labor force, and we shall send 
back to China a powerful influence to change 
its chargcter and to bring it into accord with 
Christendom. By any other measures we 
practice oppression upon the helpless, 
and shall bring a blot upon our American 
reputation. 


CHICAGO AS A SUMMER RESIDENCE. 

The extreme hot weather which has pre- 
vailed in all the large cities of the country 
outside of Chicago has in the extent of its 
consequent mortality had the effect of an 
epidemic. The mortality is not.to be meas- 
ured by the number of those perishing 
directly by what is known as sunstroke, but 
it includes the thousands of feeble persons, 
infants, aged; and invalids, upon whom the 
extreme heat has had fatal effects. The New 
York papers of Friday, July 14, contain the 
daily record of the effects of the intense heat. 
Work on buildings had been largely discon- 
tinned, the thermometer in exposed places 
reaching 150 to 160. On Thursday the ther- 
mometer in the shade marked 99. For the 
week ending July 8 the mortality was 838, 
and for the five days following it was 966. 
The infant mortality exceeded 100 a day. All 
the papers of New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, and other places, publish long lists of 
persons stricken down with the heat. In 
Philadelphia, on the 12th and 13th, the heat 
ranged at 99, and the suffering, and distress, 
and mortality were excessive. The Ledger 
contained on the 13th and 14th over two 


‘columns of death-notices. The St. Louig 


Globe of the 14th says: ‘‘ The thermometer 
indicated 90 at 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
less than at the same hour for several days 
previous.” In Cincinnati the temperature 
has been as great as in St. Louis. This sea- 
son of extreme hot weather in all these cities 
began as long ago as the 12th of June, and 
the occasional rains that have visited those 
places have failed to mitigate the severity of 
the weather. 

In delightful contrast with this protracted 
season of extreme heat has been the temper- 
ature of this city. The first day on which 
there was any uncomfortable warmth was 
July 6, and during the next four days there 
was unusually warm weather—for Chicago. 
But, except for persons working in the sun, 
the greatest inconvenience was in the sudden 
change. During the whole time, until the 
11th, there was an incessant breeze, making 
it comparatively comfortable in the shade. 
There was but one night when there was the‘ 
least interruption to the great luxury of Chi- 
cago—cool nights. On the 11th of July the 
‘“hot” spell, which would have been cool 
elsewhere, passed away, and summer over- 
coats again were in demand for evening wear 
while driving after sunset. Since thon Chi- 
cago has been enjoying her usual summer 
weather, which is not to be found in any, 
other city in the United States. 

Apart from the agreeable temperature of 
the summer in this city, Chicago has special 
advantages to offer as a summer residence to 
the unfortunate victims who are compelled 
to reside in the other large cities. The St. 
Louis or Oincinnati people, or residents of 
other cities, can find no relief in going to 
New York, or Saratoga, or to the sea shore. 
Going there as mere visits to fashionable 
gatherings to compare millinery and to 
see and be seen, is one thing; but to 
escape the heats and discomforts of 
home, and to enjoy the summer as 
it can be enjoyed nowhere else, the only 
place is Chicago, with its metropolitan luxu- 
ries and comforts, and at the same time its

litical power, that Pope Pros IX. afforded 
the world at the recent feast of Corpus 
Domini in Rome.

It was not only a great solemn 
festival day, but it was also on that day that 
the Pope completed the thirtieth year of his 
pontificate. -The dignitaries of the Church 
made it the occasion of a splendid demonstra- 
tion in his honor.

All the Roman nobility and high 
representatives of the Church, from near and 
far, also gathered to pay their respects and

thrones. Surely here, if ever, was the occa- 
sion for the head of the ancient and powerful 
Church to make an address which should be 
worthy of the day as a festival and as a mile- 
stone in his pontifical progress. Upon such 
a day, and in the midst of such an assemblage, 
the whole world, irrespective of sect, or creed, 
or belief, might naturally look for a calm re- 
view of the past, and sage advice for his fol- 
lowers as to the future. The Holy Father is 
an old man, on the verge of his grave, with 
little ‘probability that he can reach another. 
anniversary of this kind. The world, there- 
fore, would naturally expect to hear from 
him a calm, thoughtful, dispassionate, solemn 
statement of the condition of the Church, 
words of Christian forgiveness for his en- 
emies, a forgetfulness of former harshness 
and asperity, and such admonitions to his 
followers as would crown the close of his life 
with acalm dignity befitting his white hairs, 
and forever enshrine his name in blessed 
memory. But the world must be dishp- 
pointed. The venerable Prelate made no 
review of the past, gave no advice for the 


| fugure, had no timely admonitions for his 


followers. His few words were violent, 
vehement, and bitter. They commenced 
with malediction and ended with anathema 
maranatha, There was lamentation, not for 
the wickedness of the world, but for the 
loss of his temporal possessions. There 
were curses, not only against his German 
foes, but against all men, past and present, 
who have dared to question the dogmas. He 
hurled curses at the graves of dead monarchs 
and the heads of livingones. He threatened 
the German Emperor with the fate of 
Antiocuvs, and held up Aspvut-Aziz as a 
warning to other thrones, although what 
the late Sultan did to offend the Holy 


Father, or what part he played in the ecclesi- | 


astical wrangle, we do not know. 

The substance of the Papal speech lies in 
the declaration to the Cardinals, We are all 
in akind of slavery.”

Such malevolent malediction against that 
part of the Christian world which does not 
accept the Papal political dogmas do not need 
comment. They will fall harmless because 
he has not the power to carry them out, but 
they are none the less pitiable. The saddest 
part of the spectacle is that all this animosity 
is displayed, not on account of any interfer- 
ence with spiritual concerns or creed of 
the Church, but because, in the absurd and

A remarkable debate took place in the 
British House of Commons on the 30th of 
June, which we find reported in the London 
Tunes of the next day with long editorial 
comment, Mr. Burt, a member from Lim-

„% Home-Rule” party in Ireland, moved a 
resolution directing a special committee to- 
inquire into the circumstances and condition 
of Ireland, and tojreport such legislation as 
might be considered expedient.

After Mr. Burr had closed, Mr. P. J. 
Burrn, a member from Westmeath, pro- 
ceeded to demolish the proposition and argu- 
ment of hiscountryman. The English mem- 
bers, it would appear, hugely enjoyed the 


scene. Mr. Suyrruis a Natiora‘ist, and dis- 


cards the Home-Rule proposition as absurd. 
Being Irish, representing an Irish constitu- 
ency, and claiming a higher patriotism, he 
directed his evident ability and powerful ora- 
tory to the annihilation of Home Rule and 
Mr. Burr.

sides of the House. His objection to Home 


for Wales; and, if carried out, would authqr- 
ize the Protestant Province of Ulster in Ire- 
land to demand a separate Parliament from 
that in which the other provinces were rep- 
resented. He did not wish for Ireland a fed- 
eration like that of Switzerland or the 
United States; he demanded nationality and 
independence like that enjoyed by Hungary. 

Various other speakers, mostly Irish, par- 
ticipated ; and the London Times speaks of 
the debate as the most brilliant that has 
taken place in the House of Commons for 
years. It states that the gratification of the 
House was unexpected. There was no reason 
to anticipate more than the usual parade of 


grievances. It says that Mr. Burr per- 
formed his part gracefully and well, and, 


speaking of Mr. Surrn, it says: ‘ 

The House was astonished and delighted to find 
itself listening to an orator who recalled at once 
the palmiest days of Irish oratory. The speech of 
Mr. Surru was on all sides recognized as the finest 
which has been delivered during the present Parlia- 
ment. The reasoning, the wit, the dramatic force, 
and the grace which have lately been only a tradi- 
tion in the House of Commons seemed to be re- 
vived, and members felt themselves under the 
spell of a new enchantment. Whatever else Mr. 
P. J. Suyru has done, he has once more enabled 
members of Parliament to appreciate the influence 
of Irish oratory, and has thus done much to make 
his country better understood. tly of 
all other considerations, it isa for no little 
satisfaction that the old standard of speaking has 
once more been exhibited in the House of Com- 
mons. Parliament has for a long time been tend- 
ing towards’ a rough conversational] style, and we 
had begun to doubt whether the traditions of 
former Parliamentary eloguence were not mere 
legends. They can now be believed, and it is to be 
heped they will again be emulated.

This shows a startling increase, both in the 
number of failures and amount of liabilities for the 
six months just concluded, but attention is drawn 
to the fact that this increase mainly occurred in the 
first quarter of the year. Although the figures for 


| the three months just closed are somewhat larger 


than those in the corresponding quarter of 1875, 
there is a marked decline in the figures for the 
second quarter of the current year. In other 
words, the number of failures in the last three 
months are leas in number 1,000 than in the 
preceding three months of year, while the 
liabilities show a declidt of $21,000,000, both 
items showing an improvement of over 40 per cent. 
This variation is greater than ever before in the 
same period, and happily, in thie instance, the 
variation is in the right direction. It appears from 
the circular before us, that the average liabilities 
of each quarter in the past eighteen months are 
$51, 000, 000, ; a0 that the liabilities of the quarter 
just closed ($43, 000,000) are $8, 000, 000 leas than 
the average. 

Notwithstanding this dep g exhibit, the coun- 
try can readily be shown to be increasing in wealth 
and resources. The crops have been good, and 
economy, not alone in the narrow sense of personal 
expenditure, but in the restriction of manufactar- 
ing, in buying and selling with caution, and ia re- 
ducing indebtedness, has become almost universal.

RAILWAY EARNINGS. 

Statements of railway earnings, made within 
two weeks after the close of a month, when less 
than half of the usual reports have been received, 
are not of the highest value, but there is a natural 
impatience to get some report, whether complete 
or not, as early as possible. Thus far, as our 
tables given in news columns show, only twenty- 
one roads have reported for any part of June, and 
only fourteen for the whole month, while thirty- 
five have now reported earnings for May. 
aggregate earnings of thirty-five roads for May are 
$10, 625, 057 against 8 of $9, 800, 907 by the 
same roads during Muy, 1875, a gain of over 8 
percent. The twenty-one roads reporting for the 
whole ora part of June, earned) in 6, only

7 percent. This would tndicate a less satisfactory 
traffic in June than in May, but the complete re- 
turns may show quite different results.

EXPORT OF SILVER COLN. 


Director Linderman, of the Mint, has put a stop 
to the export of silver trade dollars, which has been 
large, to sugar and coffee growing countries. The 
demand from that yt © for silver has been met 
by sending bullion to the mint for coinage into 
trade dollars, which could be sold at about 99 cents 
currency. The Director of the Mint has notified 
bullion-dealere that. on account of limited ap- 
propriations and the necessity which exists for the 
coinage of subsidiary silver, the mints will have to 
confine the silver * for the present at least, 
to subsidiary coin. Therefore, parties desirous of 
depositing silver for coinage into trade dollars are 
informed thatit is uncertain as to the time when 
the mint may be able to make returns for the 
same. 

It is believed in New Tork, as the Government fz 
promptly reimbursed for the coinage of trade 
dollars by the parties depositing the bullion, that 
the plea of limited appropriations is a mere ex- 
cuse, and that the Government has some other 
reason it does not wish to disclose.

Near 
firet, which is very richly and tastefully deco- 
rated, are the splendidly furnished saloons for 
the Royal family. The building is richly decorated 
with the flags of all nations. he Place des Palajs 
was to-day occupied by the Civic Guarda. 
At half-past 1 o'clock the Count of Flanders, who 
is the honorary President of the Exhibition, and 
the Countess of Flanders arrived. The Min- 
isters, the members of the Diplomatie Body, 
the Burgomaster of Brussels, the delegates of the 
respective committtees, and a great number of 
distinguished persons who had been invited were 
already assembled at the entrance near the Place 


des Palais. A few minutes after 2 o'clock the 
King and Queen, who had been escorted by the 
mounted Civic Guards, arrived.

UNIFORMITY IN RAILROAD AC- 
COUNTS. 


To the Editor Of The Tridune. 
Cnc, July 15.—In his admirable address 
at Oshkosh, last fall, Mr. C. F. Adams, Jr., de- 
clared that the one all-important measure of 
railroad reform, in itself including all others, 
was uniformity, exactness, and publicity in 
railroad accounts, This belief is shared by sev- 
eral railroad men. Mr. Albert Fink, while Vice- 
President of the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road, after many years of careful study, 
worked out a formula of accoynts without 
which he contends it is impossible to correctly 
estimate the cost of transportation. And now 
Mr. William P. Shinn, Vice-President of the 
Alleghany Valley Railroad, through the me- 
dium of the American Society of Civil Engin- 
neers, at their recent meeting in Philadelphia, 
submits a namber of requirements which 
he pronounces essential to the proper keep- 
ing of railroad accounds; and, in further- 
ance thereof, he suggested the dppointment 
of a committee of the Society with 
authority to correspond with the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the several States, and arrange 
for a meeting with them to consider the steps 
necessary to secure the adoption of this desira- 
ble improvement. The matter was referred to 
the Executive Committee of the Society with 
authority to appoint such committee if deemed 
advisable. ) . 
These, however, are but suggestions. One 
State only hes given them the authority of law. 
Very properly, and fortunately, too, that State 
is Massachusetts, because by its Board of Com- 
missioners the measure was first agitated, and 
by it it will at least be given an inteiligent trial. 
heact was oo in April last. It empowers 
the Board of Railroad missioners before 
Sept. 1, 1876, to prescribe a system upon which 
the books and accounts of corporations oper- 
ating railroads or street-railways shall be kept 
in a uniform manner.

How the Fourth Was Celebrated on Nevada 
Mountains. 
Virginta City (er.) Futerortee, July 5. 
Early last evening a brilliant bonfire unex- 


pectedly made its appearance on the péak of the 
Sugar Loaf, on Six Mile canon,some 3 miles 
east of the city. It was buitt last Monday by 
J. O. Powers, Superintendent of the Empire 
State Mill, who with much labor packed a large 
amount of wood up the steep sides of the peak. 
Soon after this was started a second bonfire was 
seen on the top of the lone rock on the eastern 
face of Cedar Hill. This fire was made by the 
„boys“ working at the Peytona Mine. It con- 
tained between two and three cerds of wood, 
saturated with coal vil, and made a very clear 
and brilliant light.

CHINESE RELIGION. 
A SAMPLE PROCESSSION. 
Fortnighly Review. 

In its many turnings the path again led the 
visitor to the near neighborhood: of the river. 
More music of the same kind, but somewhat 
more solemn and sonorus, was audible upon the 
right. From behind a clump of trees and bam- 
. boos, in which a snug homestead lay embowered, 
emerged a long procession. In front came the 
musicians, then several men carrying staves, 
then a gayly-dressed object on à tri- 
umphal chair, and then a body of men and a 
very few women; all of whom together—per- 
force moving along the narrow path in single 
file—made up a goodly show. Upon the trium- 
phal chair was seated, in gorgeous robes of 
scarlet, with a tinsel crown and jewels, a divin- 
ity of wood with a pink complexion, a long 
black beard, and Aryan features. The chair 
was borne high on the necks of four stalwart 
coolies; and by its side, steadying it as it 
swayed to and fro in its passage along 
the narrow way, walked with difficulty, 
owing to the narrowness of the path, a grave 
citizen of the higher class.

ers, lictors, musicians—wore a peculiar head- 
dress, a kind of tall flower-pot-shaped hat, with 
a brim not unlike those seen in illustrations of 
the life of our English Puritans.

maple stood not far off. Inits main hall the 
divinities were being regaled with a sumptuous 
banquet. Three long tables covered with vi- 
ands—sweetmeats, fruits, vegetabl and the 
inevitable roasted pig—were stretch athwart 
the pavement of the hall.

ANNIVERSARY OF HIS CORONATION. 

Roms, June 21.—To-day was the thirtieth an- 
niversary of the coronation of Pope Pius, which 
was celebrated by a Te Deum at St. Peter’s. 

On Sunday the Pope gave an audience to 400 
German pilgrims from various parts of the Em- 
pire. The great hall of the Consistory was hung 
with ‘rich sacred hangings, ecclesiastical vest- 
ments, and other offerings brought by the pil- 
— They were headed by Baron 

n Achilestadt, Baron Nagel Itlingen, 
Count Lippi, and other distinguished persons. 
An address was read ®y Baron Loe, which 
is described as a noble protest against all the 
unqualified attacks upon the faith and against 
the unjust and tyrammical laws injurieus to the 
Church of Christ and the Catholic religion, 
against the abuse of civil authority, the impris- 
onment and banishment of Bishops and clergy, 
and against the Satanic war waged against mor- 
als and sound instruction. The Pope, in a dis- 
course delivered in repyy. spoke of Antiochus 
and his end, and, in a firm voice, pronounced 
some terrible comparisons, which will be pub- 
lished to-morrow. After the Pope had imparted 
his benediction, the pilgrims sang a Piuslied at 
his desire, and, on leaving, they saluted His 
Holiness three times with a ringing ‘‘ Zs lebe 
Pius IX. / “ Hoch!” A considerable sum for 
the obolus of St. Peter Was received.
